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NATION BOURNS LOSS OF 
GENERAL LEONARD A. 


Sudden Death of the Distin­ 
guished American Follows 
Operation At Hospital In 
Boston, M ass—B rilliant 
Career As Soldier Is Begun 
With Medical Service In 
Indian War -Highest Com­ 
mand Is Won- 
Wi l l Be 
G iven Miliitary Funeral 
Honors Tuesday, With Rest 
A t A r l i n g t on Amidst 
“Rough Rider” Comrades. 


Military and 
official 
Washington 
prepared Sunday to pay a “last 
su- 
lute” to one of the nation’s outstand­ 
ing soldiers, Major General Leonard 
Wood, who died in the early morning 
hours at Boston. 
With colors at half mast the army 
that he served 
for more than 
two- 
score 
years 
sorrowfully 
made ar­ 
rangements for his burial Tuesday in 
Arlington National cemetery, Wash­ 
ington, alongside of his comrades of 
the Spanish-American war. 
General Wood's body leaves Bos­ 
ton, accompanied by a military guard 
of six soldiers from Fort Banks un­ 
der Captain Roger Williams. 
Pres­ 
ent plans call for Mrs. Wood to ac­ 
company the body. 
The body will arrive in Washing­ 
ton early Tuesday morning and, un­ 
der present plans of the war depart­ 
ment, will be taken 
immediately to 
the cemetery. 
Along 
Pennsylvania avenue 
and 
the winding road to Arlington across 
the Potomac river the military escort 
from Boston will be supplemented by 
the 3d Cavalry, the 16th field artil­ 
lery, 
a battalion of infantry 
and a 
detachment of engineers. 
The burial in Arlington will be at 
the req uest of Mrs. Wood who asked 
that the 
body be placed 
in a little 
plot 
reserved for 
members of the 
“ Rough Riders” regiment, which he 
commanded 
during the 
war 
with 
Spain. 
Speaking in behalf of the war de­ 
partment, Assistant Secretary Mac- 
Nider in a message 
to Mrs. 
Wood, 
said that “every citizen who has our 
good at heart mourns with you.” 
“The 
army of the 
United States 
stands at last salute to a great sol­ 
dier, 
a great 
administrator 
and a 
great American.” 
The secretary also issued a state­ 
ment reviewing the many tasks the 
general had undertaken for the na­ 
tion, declaring 
that besides 
being 
“an able military leader,” he was a 
.citizen of great 
prominence 
whose 
field 
of activity extended much be­ 
yond the army with which he was cus 
tomarily identified.” 
Thru 
the long 
struggle 
General 
Wood had the full support of Presi­ 
dent 
Harding, 
who appointed him. 
Secretary Weeks and President Cool- 
idge. 
The administration at 
home 
declined to interfere with his work, 
holding that he was competent and 
capable and several of his acts which 
created furores in Manila were pub­ 
licly approved. 
The governor general also had the 
sympathy of the Moro chieftians and 
the Democratic party and finally was 
given unq ualified indorsement by Gen 
eral Emilio 
Aguinaldo, the 
retired 
rebel chieftian, who declared General 
Wood 
had 
the 
interest 
of 
the 
Filipinos at heart. 
Carmi Thompson, who went to the 
Philippines in 19 26 as the pe# onal 
envoy of President Coolidge, declared 
in his report 
that “on 
the whole 
General Wood 
to 
be 
commended 
for his efficient conduct of affairs dur 
ing his adm inistration.'’ 
Thompson, 
however, 
urged 
the 
breaking of the deadlock in Philip­ 
pine rule resulting from the split be- 


tween General Wood and the legisla­ 
ture” and the removal of the 
“mili­ 
tary atmosphere” in the insular ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government. 
General Wood in a published arti­ 
cle subseq uently 
defended 
the 
ap­ 
pointment 
of army 
officers in 
his 
cabinet, declaring that the idea that 
regular officers were temperamental 
ly 
unfit for. civilian duty 
in peace 
time was erroneous. 
Before becoming chief executive of 
the islands, 
General Wood 
investi­ 
gated conditions there for President 
Harding and 
reported against 
the 
granting of independence. 
I his re­ 
port, 
made public after he became 
governor general, added fuel to 
the 
controversy that marked his admin­ 
istration. 
Appointed 
an 
assistant 
surgeon 
several years 
prior to the 
Spanish- 
American war, Wood rose to the fore 
most rank of American generals, his 
active duty culminating in the gov- 
‘ ernor generalship of 
the Philippine 
Islands 
after he 
had served 
four 
years as chief of the general staff of 
ithe army, the topmost m ilitary com­ 
mand. 
| 
While his rapid promotion, ascrib­ 
ed largely to 
his close 
friendship 
with Theodore Roosevelt, was •the sub 
I ject of freq uent criticism in military 
circles, General oWod’s service was 
recognized thruout the establishment 
as the highest type.

Wood, who died in the early morning 
hours at Boston. 
With color? at half mast the army 
that he served for more than 
two- 
score 
years 
sorrowfully 
made ar­ 
rangements for his burial Tuesday in 
Arlington National cemetery, Wash­ 
ington, alongside of his comrades of 
the Spanish-Ameriean war. 
General Wood’s body leaves Bos­ 
ton, accompanied by a military guard 
of six soldiers from Fort Banks un­ 
der Captain Roger Williams. 
Pres­ 
ent plans call for Mrs. Wood to ac­ 
company the body. 
The body will arrive in Washing­ 
ton early Tuesday morning and, un­ 
der present plans of the war depart­ 
ment, will be taken 
immediately to 
the cemetery. 
Along 
Pennsylvania avenue 
and 
the winding road to Arlington across 
the Potomac river the military escort 
from Boston will be supplemented by 
the 3d Cavalry, the 16th field artil­ 
lery, 
a battalion of infantry 
and a 
detachment of engineers. 
The burial in Arlington will be at 
the request of Mrs. Wood who asked 
that the 
body be placed 
in a little 
plot 
reserved for 
members of the 
“ Rough Riders” regiment, which he 
commanded 
during the 
war 
with 
Spain. 
Speaking in behalf of the war de­ 
partment, Assistant Secretary Msc- 
Nider in a message 
to Mrs. 
Wood, 
.said that “every citizen who has our 
good at heart mourns with you.” 
“The 
army of the 
United States 
stands at last salute to a great sol­ 
dier, 
a great 
administrator 
and a 
great American.” 
The secretary also issued a state­ 
ment reviewing the many tasks the 
general had undertaken for the na­ 
tion, declaring 
that besides 
being 
“an able m ilitary leader,” he was a 
«citizen of great 
prominence 
whose 
field 
of activity 
extended much be­ 
yond the army with which he was cus 
tomarily identified.” 
Thru 
the long 
struggle 
General 
Wood had the full support of Presi­ 
dent 
Harding, 
who appointed him. 
Secretary Weeks and President Cool­ 
idge. 
The administration at 
home 
declined to interfere with his work, 
holding that he was competent and 
capable and several of his acts which 
created furores in Manila were pub­ 
licly approved. 
The governor general also had the 
sympathy of the Moro chieftians and 
the Democratic party and finally was 
given unqualified indorsement by Gen 
eral Emilio 
Aguinaldo, the 
retired 
rebel chieftian, who declared General 
Wood 
had 
the 
interest 
of 
the 
Filipinos at heart. 
Carmi Thompson, who went to the 
Philippines in 1926 as the pefconal 
envoy of President Coolidge, declared 
in his report 
that “on 
the whole 
General Wood 
to 
be 
commended 
for his efficient conduct of affairs dur 
ing his adm inistration.'’ 
| Thompson, 
however, 
urged 
the 
breaking of the deadlock in Philip­ 
pine rule resulting from the split be­ 


tween General Wood and the legisla­ 
ture” and the removal of the 
“mili­ 
tary atmosphere” in the insular ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government. 
General Wood in a published a rti­ 
cle subsequently 
defended 
the 
ap­ 
pointment 
of army 
officers in 
his 
cabinet, declaring that the idea that 
regular officers were temperamental 
ly 
unfit for. civilian duty 
in peace 
time was erroneous. 
Before becoming chief executive of 
the islands, 
General Wood 
investi­ 
gated conditions there for President 
Harding and 
reported against 
the 
granting of independence. 
I his re­ 
port, 
made public after he became 
governor general, added fuel to 
the 
controversy that marked his admin­ 
istration. 
Appointed 
an 
assistant 
surgeon 
several years prior to the 
Spanish- 
Ameriean war, Wood rose to the fore 
most rank of American generals, his 
active duty culminating in the gov­ 
ernor generalship of 
the Philippine 
Islands 
after he 
had served 
four 
years as chief of the general staff of 
the army, the topmost military com­ 
mand.

While his rapid promotion, ascrib­ 
ed largely to 
his close 
friendship 
with Theodore Roosevelt, w as^he sub 
jject of frequent criticism in military 
circles, General oWod’s service was 
recognized thruout the establishment 
as the highest type.
